I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  American 
Embassy  at  Warsaw,  with  further  reference  to  your  mother’s 
case  and  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  this  letter  which  is  self 
explanatory. 


It  appears  the  policy  for  the  issuance  of 
an  exit  permit  to  leave  Poland  has  been  changed  and  your 
mother  must  now  make  application  at  the  Citizens  Militia, 
but  as  they  state  it  is  doubtful  that  they  will  permit 
her  to  leave  Poland  for  some  time,  if  at  all. 


I  suggest  your  mother  make  her  application 
though  to  the  Citizens  Militia  as  mentioned  in  the  Consul's 
letter  and  if  she  has  any  difficulty  to  notify  the  Consul 
who  will,  I  am  sure,  do  everything  possible  to  aid  her  in 
her  attempt  to  leave  Poland.

My  dear  Mr.  Buchanan: 

I  have  received  your  letter  of  February  16,  19*+8 
with  further  reference  to  the  case  of  Rozalia  Walczak 
who  desires  to  join  her  son,  Leon  Walczak,  of 
McKeesport,  Pennsylvania. 

I  regret  the  Embassy's  error  in  Mrs.  Walczak' s 
case  in  not  having  connected  her  name  with  her  citizen¬ 
ship  record  in  replying  to  your  letter  of  January 
19*+o.  This  error  was  due  in  part  to  your  having  men¬ 
tioned  that  Mr.  Walczak  had  filed  a  visa  petition  in 
behalf  of  his  mother. 

I  find  that  Mrs.  Walczak' s  American  citizenship 
has  already  been  established  and  that  the  Embassy 
requested  the  Polish  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  on 
May  8,  19 *+7  for  an  exit  permit  in  her  behalf.  A 
change  of  procedure,  however,  occurred  recently,  and 
all  cases  within  the  purview  of  the  Ministry  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Citizens  Militia,  which  organization 
henceforth  has  the  authority  to  grant  permission  to 
leave  Poland.  Under  this  procedure  the  individual  con¬ 
cerned  must  personally  make  application  at  the  Citizens 
Militia,  and  the  Embassy  has  informed  Mrs.  Walczak  of 
the  steps  she  should  take  to  apply  for  an  exit  permit. 

I  should  mention  in  connection  with  Mrs.  Walczak 's 
case  that  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  Polish  citi¬ 
zenship  laws  and  that  she  is  still  considered  by  the

Polish  authorities  to  be  a  Polish  citizen  by  reason 
of  her  marriage  to  a  Polish  citizen,  even  though  her 
husband  is  deceased.  I  fear,  therefore  that  her 
application  to  leave  Poland  may  be  long  delayed  or 
even  refused. 

I  regret  to  be  unable  to  furnish  you  a  favorable 
report  concerning  Mrs.  Walczak  at  this  time  but  assure 
you  that  every  possible  effort  will  be  continued  here 
to  assist  her  in  joining  her  son  in  the  United  States.
